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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to Applicant's response filed on 03/29/2006. 

2. Claims 1-16, 38-57 and 67-68 remain pending in the application. 

3. The rejection to claims 1-16, 38-57 and 67-68 under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being 
anticipated by The Gale Group as set forth in the office action mailed on 12/29/2005 is 
maintained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-16, 38-57 and 67-68 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being 
anticipated by The Gale Group 04103495, December 04, 1995). 

As per claims 1-16, 38-57 and 67-68 Gale discloses a mass production that is 
replaced by mass customization, producers must create specific products that reflect 
the requirements and tastes of individual consumers. In the new economy, consumers 
become involved in the actual production process. They can, for example, enter a new- 
car showroom and configure an automobile on the computer screen from a series of 
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choices, the system comprising: 

A data center having a microprocessor operably connected to a storage media, said 
data center configured to be networked with at least a buyer terminal, said data center 
configured to receive at least one request to change a product presentation from said 
buyer terminal; at least one three-dimensional representation of a first product capable 
of illustrating multiple perspective views of said first product by rotating said three- 
dimensional representation of the product; and a product display (or computer screen) 
module operably connected to said storage media and configured to execute in said 
data center, said product display module including a definition of a product display 
screen accessible by said buyer terminal, said product display module configured to 
receive a request to change a product presentation through said product display screen, 
said request comprising user-selected alterations of physical product exterior/interior 
options, said product display module configured to display the changed product 
presentation comprising said user-selected alterations of physical product 
exterior/interior options in said product display screen by modifying said definition of the 
product display screen (see., pages 1-5, specifically, page 3). 

RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

6. Applicant's arguments filed on 03/29/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 



REMARKS 
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7. In response to Applicant's arguments, Applicant argues that there is no reference 
to a three-dimemsional model display or to change to be made the display. However, 
the Examiner respectfully disagrees with this assertion since The Gal Group discloses 
selecting options for an automobile using a display screen, and therefore, it is inherent 
to recognize that while viewing the automobile using a display screen, a user is capable 
of rotating the display image in three-dimensional. For Example see, 
www.mercedesbenz.com or www.bmw.com . Users are capable of rotating the display 
image in three-dimensional.
